In pargraph 12, the 0.03 
g/m2 of Ti02 is not subtracted from the 1 .97 g/m2 of Ti02 in Example 2 (paragraph 4), but is substracted from 2.0 
g/m2 of Ti02 in Example 2, paragraph 3, and substituted with 0.03 g/m2 of aluminum powder to show aluminum 
powder results in complete opacity (Example 2, paragraph 12)..
